New Year’s Eve was still two days 
away, but that didn’t stop the residents 
of Borger, Texas, from whooping it up 
in the streets after their most famous 
and ferocious son, Stan “The Lariat” 
Hansen, ran roughshod over Rick 
Martel to capture the AWA World 
heavyweight championship. 

Martel, who had taken a tremendous 
beating from Hansen four days earlier 
in St. Paul, came into the ring with a 
back injury that doctors now say 
should have forced the bout’s cancella- 
tion. Martel chose to wrestle with the 
handicap rather than disappoint the 
fans at the Brendan Byrne Meadow- 
lands Arena. Hansen, quite naturally,

showed no compassion. He directed 
his attack at Martel’s injury, finally 
turning him over for a Boston crab (or 
what he calls the ‘Brazos Valley back- 
breaker’’). Martel, who had only sub- 
mitted two times during his entire ca- 
reer—both in his rookie year—had to 
relinquish the bout or risk permanent 
injury. He had held the AWA title since 
May 13, 1984, when he defeated 
Jumbo Tsuruta. 


Receiving treatment in the dressing 
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room, Martel tried to deny that his 
back injury had anything to do with the 
loss. ‘‘I was beaten by a better man 
tonight,”” he said. Everybody present 
showed respect for his graciousness, 
but few people believed him. 

Hansen adds the AWA World cham- 
pionship to his Pacific heavyweight ti- 
tle and the Pacific tag team title he 
holds with Ted DiBiase. ‘‘Guess |'ll 
haye to give somethin’ up,’ he piped 
between gulps of champagne in the 
winner’s dressing room. ‘Wonder 
which one it'll be?’’ he asked reporters 
with a sly wink. 

History was almost made again on 
that Meadowlands card when Dusty 
Rhodes apparently pinned Rie Flair 
to capture the NWA belt. However, ref- 
eree Dick Woherle, who was knocked 
out earlier, returned to disqualify Dusty 
for throwing Flair over the top.rope.

Ready For The Hall Of Fame:

Seldom in the course of 
athletic history are fans 
privileged to witness the 

coming of an individual 

who has the potential to 
change the very face of his 
chosen sport. In the world 
of professional wrestling, 
Scott Hall is just such a man 


cy 


ARLY IN 1973, a man by the 

name of Ric Flair made his 
unheralded debut in the squared 
circle. To be precise, it was Feb- 
ruary 1973, and for the record the 
opponent was George “Scrap 
Iron” Gadatski. Flair won the - 
match, but few fans cheered or 
booed. They were waiting for the 
card’s main event that was still 
many matches away. 

Little more than a. decade later, 
Flair established himself as the 
premier force in the NWA, profes- 
sional wrestling’s oldest and larg- 
est sanctioning body. Currently 
enjoying his third NWA World title 
reign, Flair amassed a lengthy se- 
ries of championship achieve- 
ments between that chilly Febru- 
ary 1973 debut and the glory days

of the 1980s. Today, the fans 
cheer and boo—but they all rec- 
ognize that Flair is the quintessen- 
tial professional wrestler. 

Little more than a year ago, 
Scott Hall made his professional 
debut in Kansas City, wrestling in 
a tag team match with Dan 
Spivey. Together, they defeated 
Bulldog Bob Brown and Marty 
Jannetty. Few fans cheered or 
booed. Like Flair in 1973, it was 
an unheralded debut. 

And as Flair did over the de- 
cade that followed his debut, 
Scott Hall has the potential to gal- 
vanize the sport of professional 
wrestling through his formidable 
size (6’8” and 290 pounds) and 
his ever-developing skills (learned 
at the hands of such ringmasters 
as Flair, Barry Windham, Dusty 
Rhodes, Magnum T.A., Terry Tay- 
lor, Harley Race, Pat O’Connor, 
Curt Hennig, and Rick Martel). 

Indeed, Scott Hall could do for 
a suffering AWA what Flair did for 
the NWA, or what Hulk Hogan 
has done for the WWF over the 
past two years. 

Few people who Inside Wres- 
tling spoke with would go on the 
record with their comments about 
the state of affairs in the AWA 
today. Most agreed that wrestling 
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in the AWA, while maintaining 
high scientific standards, and 
boasting such top stars as The 
Road Warriors, Stan Hansen, 
Rick Martel, Sgt. Slaughter, and 
The Fabulous Freebirds, is never- 
theless suffering from an overall 
lethargy. 

But young Scott Hall, barely out 
of his rookie year, has already in- 
jected a new sense of excitement 
and drama into the AWA. He is 
being touted as one of the very 
best of a bumper crop of rookie 
stars from last year, and his ad- 
mirers are hardly overstating his 
case. 

Granted, Hall has a long way to 


go. Of course Hall's natural size 
and strength are his primary as- 
sets, but he has yet to learn how 
to capitalize on those natural 
physical gifts. He’s limber enough 
to maneuver his 6’8” frame 
around the ring fairly well, but 
he’s got to work on developing 
his speed. And, of course, he’s 
got to develop an extensive reper- 
toire of scientific maneuvers. 
“Scott is still in the learning 
stages of his career, but he’s 
coming along very, very well,” 
said nine-time AWA World cham- 
pion Verne Gagne, who has spent 
many hours in the gym training 
Hall. “‘The first step, of course, is

to learn the sweet science of 
wrestling. He’s got to emphasize 
the basics of the sport and build 
his knowledge of what kinds of 
maneuvers are available to him to 
use in the ring. And that’s some- 
thing that takes time. 

“Hall is a young man whose 
size limits his use of certain kinds 
of maneuvers, but helps him in 
the use of others,” Gagne contin- 
ued. “For example, a high vertical 


suplex by Scott would be devas- 
tating if properly applied, but a 


‘flying vault pin attempt, such as 


Rick Martel often uses, would 
may be very difficult for him to 
execute. 

“Once Hall develops his scien- 
tific knowledge,’ Gagne contin- 
ued, “he’ll have to work on devel- 
oping his instinctual reactions, 


and that’s something that really 
only with 


comes experience 


against a wide variety of oppo- 
nents. Scott's a smart young 
man, and he'll pick up those skills 
quickly. | look for him to develop 
into world championship-caliber 
material in a very, very short 
time.” 

Gagne’s prediction could well 
be right. Already there are com- 
parisons being made between 
Hall and another — similarly 
moustachioed heartthrob, Mag- 
num T.A., and the idea of a Hall- 
T.A. tag team is already very 
intriguing. 

Before that idea can even be 
entertained, however, Hall will 
have to continue to develop his 
skills in the AWA. Already, Hall 
has scored impressive victories 
throughout the area. He won a 
$100,000 battle royal on Thanks- 
giving day in St. Paul, which was 
preceded three weeks earlier by 
another battle royal victory in a 
21-man contest in Milwaukee. He 
has wrestled tag team and singles 
matches against virtually everyone 
in the AWA. And along the way, 
he has succeeded in capturing 
more than an impressive won-loss 
record—he has captured the 
imagination of the AWA fans. And 
now the rest of the wrestling world 
is sitting up to take notice. 

Right now, Scott Hall’s future 
looks very bright indeed. He is 
just beginning to ride a wave of 
popularity that will undoubtedly 
grow greater in 1986. His skills, 
both mental and physical, are im- 
proving with every match. And 
each week brings hundreds of 
new fans into the fold. 

“AWA World champion Scott 
Hall.” It sounds right. And it may 
not be very far off. And should 
that happen, the AWA will un- 
doubtedly crackle with electric ex- 
citement that a unique individual 
Star can create. 

After all, look what happened to 
the NWA and the WWF when a 
couple of guys by the names of 
Ric Flair and Hulk Hogan rose to 
prominence! O

USTY RHODES’ FACE was 

Each salty bead 
of perspiration reflected both the glare 
of the arena spotlights and the exhaus- 
tion of his body’s superhuman efforts, 
then dropped to the mat to further 
drench the already soggy canvas. 

Ric Flair’s face was also bathed in 
sweat, but there was something else 
there that is seldom ‘seen in the counte- 
nance’ of the NWA World champion: 
desperation. 

The muscles on the forehead, just 
between the eyes, tensed with the un- 
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imaginable stress of the moment. The 
teeth clenched. The pulse raced. The 
chest heaved. Desperation—an alien 
emotion’ to Ric Flair. Desperation, for 
it seemed as if his third NWA+title 
reign would in a matter of minutes— 
perhaps even seconds—come to an 
end. 

Desperation turned to relief as 
Flair’s cousins, Ole and Arn Anderson, 
charged the ring. Arn hit the ring first. 
Dusty kicked him in the head with his 
boot—that controversial “‘reinforced”’ 
boot—and sent Arm sprawling to the 
arena floor. Ole hit the ring next, at- 
tacked Dusty, and Flair went in for the 
pin. 
Referee Tommy Young had been 
knocked out of the ring only minutes 
earlier. No referee was there to make 
the count. Flair looked up for the ref- 
eree, Dusty moved swiftly, and seconds 
later had Flair locked up in a small 
package. By then, a second referee, 
Gene Ligon, had come into the ring. 
Ligon made the three-count, and a 
new NWA World champion was 
crowned. 

Or so it seemed. 

NWA President Bob Geigel was in 
Atlanta’s Omni for the match. Follow- 
ing extensive discussions with referee 
Tommy Young, it was determined that 
Young, though on the arena floor, had 
nevertheless already disqualified Flair

Boyle and Bobo loved working the 
arenas after a wrestling match. 
Their crew could spot shine a 
10,000-seat building in under four 
hours, while Boyle and Bobo rum- 
maged around ringside _ for 
souvenirs. 

The residual filth of a wrestling 
match is unlike the garbage of any 
other sporting event. In less than 
six months, Boyle recovered 11 dif- 
ferent foreign objects, eight teeth, 
sixteen pieces of torn clothing, two 
blood-soaked bandanas, four 
chains, two pair of sunglasses, a 
shredded boot, a bottle of perfume, 
two canes, a tennis racket, and the 
AWA championship belt (‘‘Martel 
threw it under the ring and forgot 
about it,’’ Bobo explained). They 
returned the belt.

“HULK HOGAN COULDN'T LAST 
FIVE MINUTES 
IN A MID-SOUTH MATCH!” 


ILL WATTS HAS lived and 
breathed professional wrestling 
for the better part of three decades. 
Following his 1962 ring debut, “Cow- 
boy”’ Bill Watts quickly earned a repu- 
tation as one of the sport’s toughest 
grapplers. Throughout the ’60s and 
70s, the Oklahoma Stampede—Watts’ 
own form of bulldog—became one of 
the most feared weapons in the sport. 
Today, Watts has cut down drasti- 
cally on his active wrestling, but not on 
his participation in the sport. As presi- 
dent of Mid-South Wrestling, Watts 
heads one of the most successful pro- 
motions in the country. The Mid-South 
television program has been ranked by 
Arbitron as the highest-rated syndicat- 
ed sports program in the country, and 
live cards of Mid-South wrestling draw 
millions of fans each year. 

Watts is an outspoken individual 
with strong opinions on the sport and 
the people who are shaping wrestling 
today, particularly WWF head Vince 
McMahon. Associate Editor Craig Pe- 
ters recently spoke with Watts by 
Phone from Vail, Colorado. Sitting on 
the second story of his three-story 
condo, Watts took a break in between 
Skiing lessons to speak with Peters 
about McMahon and the changing 
state of wrestling today. 
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Q: I think a good place to start, Bill, 
would be your general views on the 
state of wrestling today as a former 
wrestler and president of Méid- 
South Wrestling. 

A: Well, I think certainly wrestling has 
in some ways expanded. In most 
major markets that have cable, 
there’s up to 18 hours per week of 
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Vince McMahon’s doing 
just what they did to boxing 
some 20, 25 years ago when 
they started televising boxing 

out of Madison Square 
Garden and killed the small 

Sight clubs. 
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wrestling on television. So for the 


television wrestling aficionado, that 
is fantastic. But as far as for an 
actual promoter, at some point 
that 18 hours of free wrestling per 
week becomes a negative, because 
people can fulfill or satiate their 
desire to see wrestling at home. 
Now what that’s going to do is 


change the face of wrestling where. 
smaller markets become a thing of 
the past. The big markets will be 
the only places where you’ll be able 
to make enough money for the 
costs that are involved in promot- 
ing wrestling. And you'll only be 
able to go to the major markets 
less times. So, in the long run, the 
consumer who wants to see live 
wrestling may suffer. 


: Obviously, Vince McMahon has 


been the cause of a lot of this. 


: Well, certainly. He’s been very 


smart, very brilliant in his game | 
plan. He’s doing just what they did 
to boxing some 20, 25 years ago 
when they started televising live 
boxing out of Madison Square 
Garden and killed the small fight 
clubs. In the Mid-South area, 
we’ve already quit running some of 
the smaller towns. Of course, when 
you say “smaller town,” it depends 
on what your definition of a small- 
er town is. To Vince McMahon, a 
small town could be half a million 
people. He ran Oklahoma City five 
times last year, and that’s a million 
people, and he only ran Houston 
seven times the previous 12 
months, and that’s a giant town. 
Whereas we’re accustomed to run- 
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Hulk Hogan has no athletic 
background whatsoever. I 
don’t think Hulk could 
come down to Mid-South, 
get in the ring with Steve» 
‘Dr. Death’ Williams, and 
last five minutes. 
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ning Oklahoma City every two 
weeks, or Houston every two 
weeks. So as he comes into these 
markets, that’s where the competi- 
tion will be, in these major mar- 
kets. But he won’t be able to go 
into these small markets that tradi- 
tionally have been the places for a 
young wrestler to mature’ and to 
come along, and it will also cut 
down on the number of wrestlers 
needed. When I got into pro wres- 
tling, there were over 20 booking 
offices in the United States alone, 
and now it’s down to maybe six 
major offices. 

Q: Do you foresee a day where all this 
expansion will kind of explode and 
collapse on itself? 

: Well, I don’t know. I hate to be a 
pessimist. I think that the guys that 
are really sharp will survive and do 
well. There’s a lot of new things

that are coming about because of 
McMahon. There’s a less negative 
attitude toward people buying ad- 
vertising on wrestling shows. Wres- 
tling is a hot commodity television- 
wise, but, of course, the reason for 
that is not just McMahon. The 
reason for that is so many new 
independent stations and cable sys- 
tems needing programming. And 
the programming is drying up. I 
mean, after they’ve played all the 
thousands of titles of movies and 
everything that’s in stock, you 
can’t make new movies that fast. 
You can’t get new, fresh program- 
ming. Wrestling is fresh, it’s new, 
it’s not repeats, it’s something 
that’s ongoing, and it gets tremen- 
dous ratings. The television pro- 


.grammers are starting to find that 


out, and now even some of the 
advertisers are starting to realize it. 


: Wrestling fans might not realize 


that Mid-South is the highest-rated 
syndicated show in the country. 


: We are the number-one-rated 


sports show in America today, ac- 
cording to the Arbitron syndication 
analysis. Yet we haven’t been able 
to go up on the satellite or cable 
like McMahon or [Jim] Crockett. 
Eventually, somebody’s gonna rec- 
ognize the quality of our program, 


in an attempt to break free of Steve 


and we will finally get some of this 
gravy, so to speak. However, our 
primary goal has been to promote 
the Mid-South area. 


: If you could, in a few words, com- 


pare and contrast the three major 
champions in wrestling: Ric Flair, 
Rick Martel, and Hulk Hogan. 


: Hulk Hogan I’ve watched. With- 


out a doubt he’s got tremendous 
charisma. He’s an exciting, explo- 
sive, huge guy. He has no athletic 
background whatsoever. _ I’ve 
watched several of his matches; 
I’ve never seen one of his matches 
go past eight minutes, and that’s 
entry, music, and departure. So he 
doesn’t give over five minutes of 
wrestling. Now, that because of 
one of two things: Either they’re 
booking him against a bunch of 
bums, or he’s so much better he 
can beat everybody in the\world in 
five minutes. And I don’t buy that. 
Hulk Hogan couldn’t last five min- 
utes in a Mid-South match. I don’t 
think Hulk could come down to 
Mid-South, get in the ring with 
“Dr. Death’ Steve Williams, and 
last five minutes. Or Butch Reed. 
Or Jim Duggan. I think any one of 
those three guys would clean his 
clock. As a matter of fact, he 
wouldn’t get in the ring with them. 


He backed down from a challenge 
in New York from Bob Backlund, 
who was a former WWF man! To 
me, Hulk Hogan is a tremendous 
piece of showbiz propaganda. Mc- 
Mahon has done a fantastic job of 
marketing him. And the sad thing 
is, in this country today if you tell 
somebody long enough and hard 
enough on television what you 
want them to believe, they’ll start 
believing it. The guy in the street 
thinks Hulk Hogan is the world 
champion, and that’s a travesty. 

Q: Rick Martel? 

A: Rick Martel I don’t know that 
well. I have not used Rick Martel. 
We’ve used Nick Bockwinkel in 
Houston when he was the AWA 
World champion. I’ve known Nick 
for a long, long time, he’s got an 
athletic background. Martel looks 
to be an athlete—from what I un- 
derstand he is very athletic, and 
does some great moves. But I can’t 
really give you my opinion of him, 
because I haven’t been around 
him. 

Q: Ric Flair I know you’re very famil- 
iar with. 

A: I’ve known Flair since he started in 
this business. He’s spent a lot of 
time in it, he’s paid his dues. He is 


in tremendous condition. I’ve seen 
him go an hour, I’ve seen him go 
40, 35 minutes. It kind of reminds 
me of Dory Funk Jr., who used to 
say, “If I take a guy past 35 min- 
utes, he can’t beat me.’’ Flair can’t 
go out there and overpower’ any- 

’ body, he’s got to go out there and 
‘use endurance, tactics, psychology, 
and stay in that match. And he’s a 
master at it. He’s done very, very 
well. 

Q: Flair wrestles often in the Mid- 
South area... 

A: Well, I’d like to see Hulk Hogan 
come into the Mid-South area and 
wrestle some of the Mid-South 
stars, too. But as you know, that’s 
impossible, because McMahon will 
never let that happen. [Verne] 
Gagne offered to put $100,000 up 
if Hulk Hogan would get in the 
ring with Bob Backlund, and they 
wouldn’t even take it. So you see, 
he’s very, very protected, he’s only 
booked against people that Titan 
Sports controls. Now I’m not a 
member of the NWA; when Flair 
comes into my area, he wrestles my 
wrestlers. They’re under no ties to 
the NWA at all. I’m an indepen- 
dent promotion. So therefore, 
when he comes into our area and

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wrestles and defends that title, his 
butt’s on the line. This is some- 
thing McMahon won’t do, he 
won’t cross those lines. Everyone 
Hulk Hogan wrestles is strictly 
WWF. 

: Are there ever times you think 
about quitting professional wres- 
tling completely? 

: I’ve considered selling out or retir- 
ing and just relaxing, because wres- 
tling’s been very good to me. I’m 
well invested, I’ve got a lot of 
property. Some of the things’ see 
about wrestling today are so nega- 
tive they’re very discouraging. But 
some of the new things I see about 
it, I want to stay around it just to 
see what happens. 

: It really is quite a rollercoaster. 

: Yes it is, but I guess if we had a 
crystal ball it wouldn’t be nearly as 
exciting.

Is Fritz Von Erich setting up his 
nephew Lance to take the brunt 
of every rulebreaker's assault? 

According to Gino Hernandez 
that’s exactly the Von Erich plan 
and judging from Lance’s brutal 
schedule, he might have a point 


The roster of Lance’s opponents 
reads like a Who’s Who of Texas 
wrestling: So far he’s battled The 
Grappler, Gino Hernandez, Killer 
Brooks, and NWA champion Ric 
Flair, men who have been in and 
out of rings many years longer than 


Von Erich. Most newcomers to the 


area are weaned slowly to the fero- 
cious pace of the World Glass; 
Lance Von Erich wrestled Flair in 
his first month in the area. 

There were two prevailing theo- 
ries for Lance’s sudden emergence 
in main events, before Hernandez 
offered his third. One was that his 
tenure in Portland under the name 
of Ricky Vaughn provided him with 
all the experience he needed. Pa-

cific Northwest promoter Don Ow- 
ens supports this theory, saying, 
“Ricky learned his craft well in 
Portland. He came here green and 
left a champion. He made everyone 
proud while he was champion. Ev- 
eryone underestimates us out here. 
Truth is, a lot of wrestlers have ce- 
mented their reputations in the 
Northwest. Ricky is capable of 
wrestling with anyone in the world. 
I’m not surprised at all with his 
success.”’ 

Then there’s the You Can’t Argue 
With Mother’s Milk hypothesis, 
which pays reverence to the Von 
Erich gene pool. Members of wres- 
tling’s first family, the theory ar- 
gues, are exempt from the arduous 
climb up the ladder of success. 
Their heritage has endowed them 
with a natural ability that allows 
them to take the elevator to 
superstardom. 

Both theories make sense when 
applied to Lance Von Erich. He did 
develop in Portland, moving grace- 
fully from prelims to main events to 
the Pacific Northwest champion- 
ship. And he is a Von Erich, and 
despite any negative connotation 
that the name conjurs for Gino Her- 
nandez, he cannot argue with their 
success over the generations. 

Until Hernandez steamrolled 
Lance recently, this Von Erich had 
held hiS own against every contend- 
er he had wrestled. ‘‘The kid sur- 
prised the hell out of me,’’ admit- 
ted Flair. ‘‘| figured |’d make an 
example out of the kid. | took him 
for a punk. | figured the only rea- 
son he got a title shot was because 
his uncle Fritz pulled some strings. 

‘In all fairness, |’d have to say

OR OVER A year and a half, 

Rick Martel successfully defended 
his AWA World heavyweight title and 
earned a distinguished reputation for 
scientific excellence in the face of doz- 
ens of challengers. On December 29, 
1985, in East Rutherford, New Jersey, 
Martel’s title reign came to an end. 

For much of November and Decem- 
ber, Stan Hansen had been Martel’s 
most determined challenger. The ha- 
tred between the two men reached a 
violent crescendo on Christmas night in 
St. Paul: During their title match, 
Hansen dragged Martel out of the 
ring, slammed him back-first into the 
steel cornerpost several times, and bat- 
tered Martel’s spine with a steel chair. 

When Martel stepped into the ring 
in New Jersey’s Brendan Byrne Mead- 
owlands Arena four days later, he was 
wrestling injured. A lesser champion 
might have taken some time off from 
the ring to allow himself to recuperate. 
Martel was not a lesser champion. 

In the Meadowlands match, Han- 
sen’s attack was relentless. “The Bad 
Man from Borger, Texas’”’ concentrat- 
ed his attack on Martel’s injured back, 
pummelling the champion with an 
awe-inspiring series of suplexes and 
saltos.

the wake of the Starrcade controversy. 

“Right now, I haven’t made any 
kind of decision,” Geigel told Inside 
Wrestling, “but I’ve got a few things 
in mind. I’m not at liberty to discuss 
them all, but I will say that they all 
offer a fair and equitable set of re- 
match opportunities for Rhodes to 
meet Flair in title situations.” 

One NWA source reports that 
Geigel is leaning towards the establish- 
ment of a ‘‘World Series” between 
Flair and Rhodes, a set of five, seven, 
or nine matches that ‘would be held in 
various cities across the nation, All 
matches would be wrestled to a posi- 
tive finish, and the winner of the most 
matches would receive the NWA title. 
Flair’s lawyers are vehemently fighting 
that alternative. 

To be sure, it appears as if 1986 will 
be the year for Dusty Rhodes. One 
way or another, he will receive his share 
of title matches against Flair. The con- 
troversy of Starrcade ’85 may fade into 
history, but Dusty’s run for the 10 
pounds of gold, is only beginning. 

The night after the Starreade match, 
the two men were back in the ring in 
St. Louis. The outcome of the 
match—a draw—was far less signifi- 
cant than the effect that match had on 
both contestants. Rhodes sustained cuts 
that, even by Dusty’s standards, were 
horrendous. Flair left the ring clutching

wants to commit himself to wres- 
tling in any one area on a full-time 
basis at this time. 

“lm a little upset with a few 
things that have happened to me 
lately,” he admits, ‘‘and it’s going 
to take me a little time to get 
things in order.” 

What happened to David Sam- 
martino in the WWF was virtually 
nothing. And that’s the problem. 

“By the time | went to the 
WWF,” he said; ‘| had wrestled 
all over the country and felt | was 
was ready for some big matches. 
| was told to be patient. The pro- 
moters told me that in the WWE it 
doesn’t matter what you did in an- 
other territory; you had to prove 
yourself all over again. 

“| thought it was a little strange. 
It's like Dave Winfield coming 
from the San Diego Padres in the 
National League to the New York 
Yankees in the American League 
and being told he would have to 
go back to the minor leagues and 
prove himself all over again.” 

But David was confident of his 
skills and was patient enough to 
work his way back up the ladder 
of contention. The first steps of 
that ladder supported the 241- 
pounder’s climb, but as he contin- 
ued on his way to the top, the 
rungs began to snap. under his 
feet. There was no solid base for 
his desire to be the best. There 
was no way to the top. 

David Sammartino, the man 
who never asked for special treat- 
ment, was not even getting equal 
treatment with other wrestlers of 
his caliber. Title shots were barely 
discussed. “You can be told to be 
patient for only so long,” he said. 
“Every few months, the excuses 
would be revised. First, like | said, 
| had to prove myself. Then they 
said there were a few wrestlers 
ahead of me who had been 
around longer and had to get title

shots, but | would get mine soon. 
Then | was told that there was too 
much controversy surrounding my 
father and Roddy Piper and that | 
would have to wait for that to die 
down first.” 

Bruno Sammartino’s _ resur- 
gence must have privately-been 
the ultimate frustration for David. 
When Bruno returned to the 
WWF, he had no intention of be- 
ing anything but a TV commenta- 
tor. It wouldn’t take long for David 
to know that would change. ‘‘He 
worked out together in the gym 
and ran together in Pittsburgh 
and | knew he was in better 
shape than he was when he was 
World champion. He could still 
whip just about anybody around, 
and believe me, he had offers.” 

David remembers his second 
appearance in Madison Square 
Garden in October 1984 as a 
turning point in both his career 
and his father’s. In David’s Gar- 
den debut a month earlier against 
Moondog Spot, his father came 
out to ringside to watch the match 
and report on it for the February 
1985 issue of our sister publica- 
tion Sports Review Wrestling. Not 
wanting to steal the thunder from 
his son, Bruno kept a very low 
profile that night. David was so 
impressive against Spot that the 
next month he was given an un- 
expected chance to wrestle Ken 
Patera, then the number-three 
ranked wrestler in the WWF. His 
career was most certainly taking 
off. Bruno, feeling that his son 
had already established himself, 
gave in to the demands of 20,000 
people and came into the ring to 
give a wave before the match. 

“You wrote it in your column, 
Stu, and it was true,” David said. 
“You could see from the look in 
his eyes when the crowd chanted 
his name that he was going to be 
back in the ring again.” 

David won’t admit that his fa- 
ther’s presence in the WWE hurt 


David Sammartino’s feud with Larry 
Zbyzsko is expected to reignite in the AWA. 
his career. But he won’t deny that 
the opponents he was given after 
that night in the Garden didn’t ap- 
proach the level of Ken Patera. 
And he certainly can’t deny that 
leaving the WWF will give his ca- 
reer a shot in the arm. 

If any of you follow ice hockey, 
you probably have heard about 
the New York Islanders’ Denis 
Potvin, the all-time leading scorer 
among defensemen. When Denis 
was playing his last year as an 
amateur at age 19, it was obvious 
that. he would be the first player 
chosen in the drafts of both the 
National Hockey League and the 
fledgling World Hockey Associa- 
tion. The Islanders, who had the 
worst record in the NHL and 
would be receiving the first pick, 
did not want to lose Potvin to the 
WHA. While Potvin was finishing 
his last amateur season, the Is- 
landers made a trade for his older 
brother, Jean. Although Jean was 
a competent defenseman, the real 
reason the Islanders acquired him 
was to try to lure his younger 
brother. 

lf David was signed by the 
WWF as a means to lure Bruno 
out of retirement, he has a right to 
feel used. David has too much 
pride to take advantage of the fact 
that Bruno Sammartino is his fa- 
ther. He deserves the same in 
return. O
